IS SUFFOCATED 


Were Pitting in Timbers, When 
A Cave-in Occurred--Verdict 
of Accidental Death. 


A fatal accident occurred in the 
Frauk mine of the Canadian Consoli- 
dated company at six o,clock last 
Monday evening in which John Psetak 
lost his life by suffocation. 

_ Psetak and his partner, Louis Weir, 
were engaged in putting in a set of 
timbers in a counter off one of the 
#ngles where it was feared: theie 
dayger of a cave-in, They had been 
cautioned of the possibility of danger 
and were instructed to get the s@t in 
as quickl~ as possible and witt ay 
waiting to move any coal, but appar 
ently the coal ran and they were 
obliged’ to tnove half a dozen ¢ars,_or 
thotight they Were, before putting in 
the timbers. After: moving the’coal, 
they were setting vip the legs when 
the big cave-in occurred, Psetak was 
buried completely. Weir could see to 
do nothing without light, and he jwas 
obliged to make his way out to the 
angle to procure light and. assistance. 
By the. time he ‘returned with other 
miners and light, and succeeded in un- 
covering Psetak, the unfortunate 
miner was dead, 

An ifiquest_was held today by Coi- 
onet F, M. Pinkney, the jury retur- 
ing « verdict of accidental death but 
recommending that the company pro- 
vide a safety lamp capable of being 
relighted in the mine when from any 
cause it goes Gut, as it appeared from 
the evidence, had Weir had light he 
would havejsaved the life ef his, part.
